NORWAY PREPARES TO SEND 


SHIP TO HUNT FOR WILKINS 


Explorer Not Heard From Since Five Days 
Ago When He Planned Dash for Pole— 
Lights Seen May Be His. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONGYEAR CITY, Spitzbergen, 


Sept. 4.—Hope for the safety of 
Sir Hubert Wilkins and his Nauti- 
lus crew was revived by the ap- 


pearance of lights in Eckmann 
Bay, seen from Longyear City last 
night. 

Unless the lights emanated from 
Sir Hubert’s submarine, in which 
he started on an under-ice expedi- 
tion to the North [ole, or from 
some of the crew on the ice, their 
origin seemed inexplicable. The 
local Governor’s ship went out this 
morning in a search of the neigh- 
borhood. 


By the Associated Press, 
OSLO, Norway, Sept. 4.—Premier 
Kolstad of Norway announced to- 


day that the Government probably 
would send an expedition in search 
of Sir Hubert Wilkins’ submarine 
Nautilus, which has not been heard 
from for five days. 

When last heard from Wilkins 
was preparing to dive under the 
Arctic ice pack in an attempt te 
reach the North Pole—some 309 
miles away. 

The Government today ordered 
the Fridtjof Nansen, icebreaker 
and coast guard ship, to proceed 
immediately from Harstad to Spitz- 
bergen and be ready to search for 
the Nautilus on short notice. The 
ship, built this year, is of 1500 


, ‘tons and has a crew of 
Madison 


Experts said it would be diffi- 
cult to search for the Nautilus be- 
cause the submarine’s exact posi- 
tion never has been given. 

Capt, hiiser Larsen had two fly- 
in boats and said he could be at 
Spitzbergen within two days, 


whereas a steamer would take 
eight days to make the journey. 
He said he did not believe the dif- 
ficulties of reconnoitering over the 
ice insurmountable, but rescue 
work would have to be completed 
before winter sets in at the end of 
September. 

As now planned the Fridtjof 
Nansen is to call at Tromsoe,’ to 
which point Capt. Larsen will fly 
from Bergen with two planes. The 
ship is to take the planes and their 
two pilots aboard and steam for 
Spitzbergen, where the search by 
air will begin. 

“Personally I do not believe 
there is any reason for anxiety,” 
Capt. Larsen said. “The reasons 
for silence may be numerous. The 
submarine’s divings under the ice 
may have been so successful that 
Wilkins decided to continue, thus 
leaving no- opportunity for tele- 
graphing.” 

Capt. Oscar Wisting, who was 
Roald Amundsen’s second in com- 
mand on polar expeditions, said, 
“The situation looks grave, but 
that does not mean that anything 
wrong has happened.” 

Wilkins said before he left for 
the Arctic Aug. 18 that it would be 
unnecessary to send an expedition 
even if communication with the 
submarine should be broken for 
some time. He said he had no in- 
tention of endangering his own life 
and the lives of the crew by taking 
a foolhardy risk. 

The public has begun to feel 
grave concern for the explorers. 

The Board of Fisheries instructed 
a sealing ship at Longyear City, 
Spitzbergen, to remain there in 
readiness for a quick departure if 
necessary. 


DRY AGENTS MUSTN’T 


UNLESS ORDERED TO 


“Try Observation,” Says 
Woodcock; ‘Purchase Liquor 
but Don’t Consume It.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Direc- 
tor Woodcock of the Prohibition 
Bureau issued an order today pro- 
hibiting Federal dry agents front 
consuming intoxicating liquor while 


ri}in search of evidence unless speci- 


fic permission was given them. 

In a circular letter Woodcock 
recommended that agents, when 
proceeding against speakeasies, 
“try the method of abating these 
nuisances by the observation meth- 
od,’’ or by the “purchase of liquor, 
not for consumption.’’ 

“I strongly recommend to you 
for use against certain types of 
speakeasies,’”” Woodcock said, “the 
method of immediate arrest after 
purchase.” 

Woodcock said dis letter was di- 
rected entirely toward elimination 
of the speakeasy. He said he be- 
lieved it much better, however, tu 
‘stop the supply of intoxicants tu 
the speakeasy than to proceed di- 
rectly against it,’’ and that agents 
should keep in mind that ‘“‘the best 
way to crush it is by the injunc- 
tion.” He added each agent should 
regard every speakeasy as a “nul- 
sance.”’

Voepel said he began to steal 
from his employer last Feb. 21 and 
said he had lost the money to Bt. 
Louis bookmakers and to some of 
his friends with whom he gambled 
for large stakes. He decided to 
make a clean breast of the thefts, 
rather than flee, he said, after a 
conference with his pastor, the 
Rev. Louis J, Sieck of Zion Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church at Twen- 
ty-first and Benton streets, who 
advised him to confess. 

‘“T worked in a cage in which I 
handled the money while another 
man kept the books,” Voepel said. 
“After he had reached a balance 
each day he would ask me if I had 
so much cash on hand. I would 
reply ‘Yes,’ although I wasn’t tell- 
ing the truth after last February. 

“IT went on my vacation Aug. 15 
and for several days I debated 
whether I ought to leave town or 
not. Finally I] went to the Rev. 
Mr. Sieck, who told me the only 
thing to do was to make a com- 
plete confession. 

“The day I returned from my 
vacation there was a check of the 
in my cage. I managed to 


embezzlement wouldn’t be discov- 
ered for the time being. Before I 
went on my vacation I had also 
arranged to cover my shortage by 
holding out a check for $7909 
which had been sent in as a remit- 
tance. Following the check of my 
books after my return, however, 
I went to the trust company’s of- 
ficers and made a complete con- 
fession. 

“Of course I realize that I have 
done a great wrong. All my early 
training tells me that I must suf- 
fer punishment and I am ready 
to do so.

NEVADA SLAYER EXECUTED 
IN LETHAL GAS CHAMBER 


Fourth to Die by That Method; 
Unconscious Within Six Seconds 
After Fumes Reach Him.

CARSON CITY, Nev., Sept. 4.— 
Luis Ceja, 28 years old, was exe- 
cuted today in the lethal gas cham- 
ber in the State prison here for the 
murder of a Chinese merchant at 
Winnemucca a year ago. 

Ceja was the fourth to die in 
the gas chamber since the State of 
Nevada adopted that method of 
execution in 1921. 

Smiling and waving his hand to 


the 78 spectators, including 10 
women who peered through the 
double plate glass windows, Ceja 


entered the executio.x ehamber just 
at sunrise. Three guards strapped 
him in a high, straight backed 
chair. Then, still smiling, Ceja 
said good-by to Warden Matt Pen- 
rose. 

Twenty-five seconds after the 
door of the death room had been 
locked, pellets of cyanide sodium 
were dropped into a solution of 
water and acid and the gas instant- 
ly generated rose to Ceja’s face. He, 
was unconscious within six seconds. 
Except for a spasmodic tossing of 
the head he seemed to fall into 
a natural § sileep. Respiration 
stopped completely within six min- 
utes.

BANK, TIRED OF BEING ROBBED, 
WILL GO OUT OF BUSINESS 


Mercantile State at Philadelphia 
Held Up Twice This Year; 
Decides to Liquidate. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—Or- 
ficials of the Mercantile State Bank 
today announced they were tired ot 
carrying on business for the bene- 
fit of robbers and would discon- 
tinue their bank on Dec. 15, after 
liquidating the business. Jobbers 
took $5700 from the small bank at 
the corner of Broad and Morris 
streets on April 4 and on Aug. 6 

Stole $965. 

The announcement, made after 
a meeting of the board of directors, 
said in part: “The bank is in ex- 
cellent condition and we are pay- 
ing off all clients but continuation 
in business would be unprofitable. 
There’s no money in the private 
banking business today and we just 
decided to get out of it. 

“We had two holdups this year 
and we are tired of carrying on a 
business for the benefit of robbtrs 
who get only seven years when 
they are caught.”

A long-standing feud between 


members of two mountain families 
broke out again here last night. 
Lon Guffey, 35 years old, and Otho 
Lovelace were fatally wounded ina 
pistol fight at the Wayne County 
fairgrounds. 

Guffey, who killed lLovelace’s 
brother, Lyle, July 12, encountered 
Otho Lovelace in the midst of a 
crowd of several thousand persons 
attending the fair. Guffey was 
shot three times by Lovelace and 
fell to the ground, but raising him- 
self on his elbows he fired five 
shots into Lovelace’s body. 

Guffey died a few minutes after 
reaching a hospital here and Love- 
lace died today at a Somerset hos- 
pital. 

Officers said the feud between 
the two families dated back many 
years. Guffey killed Lyle Love- 
lace over a girl. 

Otho Lovelace was the fourth 
male member of the Lovelace fam- 


ily to die in the feud. Fox Love- 
lace, the father, was the first. 
Later his son, Clarence Lovelace, 


was killed.

SLAYER TELLS 
OF THE SHOOTING 


Claims He Fired Twice Into 
Ceiling Before Aiming at 
Victim—Denial by Wit- 


ness. 


Walter Bolhofner, 47-year-old 
electrician, last night shot and 
killed a neighbor of his estranged 
wife who resented being accused of 
an irregular relationship with Mrs. 
Bolhofner. 

The slain man was Emil Probst, 
27 years old, a pattern-maker, who 
lived with his parents at 2615A 
Potomac street, in the flat above 
that occupied by Mrs. Edna Bol- 
hofner and her five children, rang- 
ing in age from 3 to 22 years. 

The shooting was the culmina- 


tion of many accusations Bolhofner 
had miade against his wife, all of 
them, as far as police could learn, 
without basis. It was this attitude 
of suspicion that brought about the 
estrangement last October and the 
quarrel that ended fatally for 
Probst. 

Bolhofner, held for the Coroner 
after signing a statement in which 
he admitted the killing, asserted 
simply in one of the preliminary 
paragraphs, “My wife left me be- 
cause I accused her of being inti- 
mate with other men.” 

“TIT finally gave her the furniture 
and last December she moved into 
the flat at 2615 Potomac. I used 
to go over occasionally to see the 
children, and I did that yesterday. 
But I thought there might be 
trouble so I put a revolver inside 
my shirt. 

Tells of the Shooting. 

“Last Sunday Probst telenhoned 
me at my home, 4570 Laclede ave- 
nue, and said, ‘What's all this talk 
I hear?’ I said I had a bad cold 
but I’d be down to talk it over 
with him when I was better. Then 
I called my wife and told her 
Probst had called and said to teli 
him I'd be over Thursday. 

“Emil came home about 5 
o’clock and I said, ‘Hello, Emil,’ 
and he said, ‘I want to see you and 
talk to you after a while.’ About 
8 o’clock he rang the bell and said, 
‘I want to talk to you. Come on 
upstairs. I told him I'd be glad 
to talk to him, but I wouldn't go 
in his house. 

“ ‘All right,’ he said, ‘come down 
in the basement and bring your 
wife. I'll take care of you for the 
first and last and all the time.’ 
So I said, ‘There’s no use getting 
excited; we'll talk it over quietly,’ 
and he said, ‘Well, when you get 
ready to come down, let me know.’ 

‘My wife had told Probst about 
my accusing her of associating with 
him. But he told me last night 
that he had had nothing to do with 
her. I said, ‘Listen, Emil, and tell 
me the truth,’ and Emil said, ‘I'll 
tell you what I'll do—’ he reached

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 
James H. Doolittle of St. Louis, 
brought his plane down here today 
with a new trans-continental flying 
record of 11 hours and 15 minutes, 

Doolittle said the correct time of 
his departure from Burbank, Cal., 
was 4.35 a. m. (Eastern Standard 
Time). He arrived here at 3.59 
p. m. 

His performance excelled by an 
hour and 10 minutes the mark of 


12 hours and 25 minutes and 3 
seconds established in 1930 by 
Capt. Frank Hawks who landed at 
Roosevelt Field approximately six 
or seven minutes’ flying time 
farther than Newark. 

Doolittle hopped off at 4:49 p. m, 
today on a return flight to Cleve- 
land. 

“A wonderful trip” was the way 
Doolittle described the flight on 
which he said he averaged 225 
miles an hour. He said his best 
time across the country was at the 
rate of 240 miles an hour. 

Doolittle gave reporters an inter- 
view as he dashed from his plane 
to the airport office, to a fuel 
truck, to a conference of mechanics 
and back to his plane again.

My 
best time was 240 miles an hour, 
between Kansas City and Clevee 
land, but ag I circled Newark air- 
port I was making 250 miles an 
hour. I never saw any of the other 
seven planes in the race after I 
left Burkank. 

“I hope to fly back to Cleveland 
in two hours. (His time from 
Cleveland to New York was about 
an hour and 50 minutes). “When 
I get back to Cleveland I expect 
to change planes and fly to my 
home in St. Louis tonight. 

“All I took with me when “I 
started from Burbank was a bottle 
of water and a sandwich. I took 
one bite out of the sandiwch then 
threw the rest overboard. I was 
too busy and too much interted 
in breaking the record to bother 
about food.”

The statement simply shows 
that he wants to go back to his 
Original method of dealing.” 

Inquires in Two States. 

Mediator Mark P. Costello of 
the Illinois Department of Labor 
arrived at Springfield today to in- 
vestigate complaints of the pro- 
ducers. At the same time Attor- 
ney-General Shartel of Missouri an- 
nounced assignment of Walter Met- 
calfe of St. Louis as an assistant 
to participate in conferences for 
solution of the milk strike, declar- 
ing that “the spread between the 
price paid the farmer and the cost 
to the consumer must be reason- 
able.” 

Shartel also suggested a plan for

He crossed the finish 
line at 2:44:23 p. m., having taken 
off at Burbank at 1:30 a. m. 
Johnson won second place. His 
prize is a silver trophy and $4500. 
Johnson averaged 199.816 miles 
an hour with a ship capable of 
carrying eight passengers. The 
motor of his plane was spitting 
fire when he landed and he de- 
cided not to follow Doolittle to New 
York. 

Beeler Belvins, Atlanta, was the 
next to arrive at Cleveland. He was 
followed shortly by Capt. Ira 
Eaker of Washington. 

Blevins landed at 3:24:33 p. m. 
His elapsed time was 10 hours 49 
minutes 33 seconds, for an aver- 
age speed of 188.92. 

Blevins received as third prize, 
a bronze plaque and $3000 in cash.

5 POLICEMEN INDICTED 
IN WASHINGTON INQUIRY 


Accused of Third Degree Meth- 
ods in Attempting to Ob- 
tain Confessions.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Five 
policemen were charged with as- 
sault today in indictments returned 
by a District of Columbia grand 
jury after its study of alleged 
“thfrd degree” methods eniployed 
by Washington police. 

Those indicted are: Detective 
James O. Mostyn, accused of beat- 
ing three prisoners Aug. 22; Police- 
man William R. Laflin, charged 
with assaulting two of the pris- 
oners named in the Mostyn indict- 
ment; Policemen William T. Bur- 
roughs and William C. Groomes, in- 
dicted jointly with Mostyn and 
Laflin on a charge of beating 
James Henry Harker, a young 
baker whose complaint precipitated 
the investigation; Policeman George 
E. Perry, accused of clubbing a 
prisoner Aug. 21. 

The other victims of the alleged 
attacks were Walter W. Johnson, 
Preston Brooks and John F. Miller, 
Negroes. 

The weapons named in the in- 
dictments ranged from rubber hose 
and bare fists to a wooden club. 
The beatings were said to have 
been made in attempts to make the 
prisoners confess to crimes of 
which they were suspected.

TWO HURT AT AIR RACES 
IN PARACHUTE JUMPS 


Sudden Storm Causes Men to 
Hit Ground With Force— 
Day’s Program Delayed.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 4. — A 
sudden wind and rainstorm, which 
forced a delay of today’s national 
air race program, caused accidents 
in which twe parachute jumpers 
were injured at the Cleveland air- 
port. John F. Wickham, Cincin- 
nati, O., broke his right leg and 
Buddy Rhodes, Little Rock, Ark., 
suffered a sprained back. 

Wickham and Rhodes had 
jumped from planes at an altitude 
of about 1500 feet. When only a 
few feet from the ground gusts of 
wind struck their parachutes ana 
caused them to hit the ground with 
force. The Cincinnati jumper fell 
in the center of the circle where 
he had been trying to land — in 
front of the grandstand. Rhodes 
landed in a mud puddle not far 
away. Both of them were taken to 
a hospital. 

Treacherous weather conditions 
hung over a 200-mile area just 
west of here this afternoon, a se- 
rious hazard facing the eight pi- 
lots who left Los Angeles early to- 
day for a high-speed dash to the 
races here. 

The flyers were due to reach 
Cleveland by mid-afternoon. 

Before the flyers reach Cleveland 
the United States Weather Bureau 
said they would have to _ fly 
through a heavy rain and wind 
storm over the northern half of 
Ohio and probably over a large 
part of Indiana.

POWERS ACCUSED OF 5 DEATHS 
IN CORONER'S JURY VERDICT 


All But Boy, 12, Died From Stran- 


.gulation, Investigators 
Decide.

CLARKSBURG, W. Va., Sept. 4. 


—A Coroner’s jury today returned 
verdicts that Mrs. Dorothy Press- 
ler Lemke, Mrs, Asta Eicher and 
the latter’s three children died at 
the hands of Harry Powers, alias 
Cornelius C. Pierson, during the 
month of July or August of this 
year. 

The jury found that all of the 
victims except Harry Eicher, 12, 
died by strangulation.

POLISH BANK MESSENGER’S 
BODY FOUND UNDER SIDEWALK

POSEN, Poland, Sept. 4.—A truck 
driver and his helper, unloading a 
heavy roll of paper in front of a 
newspaper plant here yesterday, 
lost their hold on the roll, it fell 
to the sidewalk, tipped up a slab of 
flagstone and disclosed underneath 
a human skeleton. 

Police identified it as that of Jo- 
seph Jankowiak, a 16-year-old 
bank messenger whe disappearcd 
eight years ago while he was car- 
rying a large amount of money for 
his employers. Several days after 
the boy disappeared his parents re- 
ceived a letter announcing that he 
had gone on a long trip, and police 
decided that he had fled with the 
money.

The Callahans said they had 
been in the hotel business ¢n 
Rochester for a number of years, 
but about two years ago sold out 
for $140,000. After visiting Cali- 
fornia, they stopped off on the 
way home at Reno. There they 
met a “personable young man,” 
who in their presence ‘‘found” a 
wallet containing papers stating 
that Morgan, Ryan and Belmont 
were in a syndicate for race bet- 
ting. The owner of the _ wallet 
turned up, and, expressing a desire 
to reward them, “let them in” on 
the syndicate.

IT IDENTIFY MAN: 
AS ROBBER POSING 
AS “INSPECTOR” 


W. F. Lawson, Ex-Convict, 
Recognized by Women 
Who Lost Money, Jewel- 
ry or Clothing. | 


William Frank Lawson, 26-year- 
old ex-convict, was identified by 
11 women today, the police an- 
nounce, as the man who entered 
their homes on the pretext that he 
was an inspector for their real es- 
tate agents, and had stolen money, 
jewelry or clothing before leaving. 

The “inspector,” as police have 
dubbed the man by reason of the 
methods he used, has robbed more 
than 100 homes since he began op- 
erations two vears ago. So far this 
year reports of iosses at his hands 
have been received from 42 house- 


wives. 

His method always was to ob- 
tain entrance by representing he 
had been sent to inspect the 
plumbing, the plastering, the wall- 
paper, the radio or the roof. In 
many cases he left women tapping 
on water pipes, ostensibly to assist 
him at his work, while he found 
and emptied their purses. 

Keeps Victims Busy. 

Several, at his request, tapped on 
the ceiling with a broom handle, 
while he, suppwesedly inspecting 
the roof, was robbing the house. 
One woman held a white cloth ove, 
a radiator for 5 minutes when he 
told her he was trying to deter- 
mine whether or not the heating 
plant in her apartment was giving 
off smoke. 

Lawson, who denies any knowl- 
edge of the robberies, was arrested 
yesterday at his home at 4719 Bea- 
con street by Detectives Ra* and 
Sonntag, following an anonymous 
tip that he was the “inspector.” So 
many such reports had been re- 
ceived in the last six months that 
the policemen were inclined to re- 
gard their mission as another wild 
goose chase. They became inter- 
ested, however, when Lawson an- 
swered their ring at his front door. 
He is ruddy-faced, weighs about 
160 pounds and his hair is thin- 
ning on top, all details mentioned 
by the victims in describing the 
“inspector.” They took him to a 
police station and then discovered 
that he was not Frank O'Neill, as 
he had told them, but Lawson,

Judge Instructs Grand Jury 
to Investigate Collapse of 
Central Trust Co. Last 
January. 


ACTS ON REQUEST 
OF PROSECUTOR 


Loans to Officers in Excess 
of Law and Other Irregu- 
larities Alleged by County 
Official. 


Circuit Judge Edgar B. Woolfolk 
of St. Charles County today ordered 
&@ grand jury investigation into the 
failure last January of the Central 
Trust Co. of St. Charles, a deposi- 
tory with total resources of more 
than $1,000,000. The order was 
made at the request of Prosecuting 
Attorney Theodore C. Bruere Jr. 


Bruere told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday that he had found evi- 
dence that the bank had made 
loans to officers and to companies 
in which officers were interested 
in excess of the limit fixed by law. 
The State banking law fixes the 
limit of loans to any one individ- 
ual or corporation at 20 per cent of 
a depository’s capital and surplus. 

Bruere said alse that he had 
found evidence that the bank had 
accepted deposits while in failing 
condition. The special grand jury 
will convene Oct. 26 and will con- 
sider also the failures of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank of Wentzville and the 
Bank of Flint Hill, both in St. 
Charles County. 

The Central Trust Co. was closed 
by its directors Jah. 5 “because of 
constant withdrawals and to con- 
serve assets for depositors.”’ An 
inventory filed later by Edwin H. 
Huncker, appointed liquidating 
agent by State Finance Commis- 
sioner Cantley, showed assets of 
$1,094,876. Claims of $699,303, 
chiefly of depositors, have been 
filed in St. Charles Circuit Court. 
Of this amount, $193,612 represents 
claims filed for allowance as pref- 
erences. 

The inventory included securities 
amounting .to« $101,311, which it 
was explained, were held by Col- 
lector George W. Karrenbrock “as 
collateral to county funds.’””

HE “most valuable player’ 
season is at hand, in the ma- 


jor leagues as well as the minors. 
The award as formerly made by 
the two leagues has been aband- 
oned, but the Baseball Writers 
Association considers it an inter- 
esting feature of the year and 
has continued the choice through 
its committees. 

The first gun of the season 
was sounded recently by Fred 
Lieb, one of New York’s best and 
most conservative judges of base- 
ball matters and a writer widely 
quoted. He picks Kiki Cuyler in 
the National and Grove in the 
American. 

Both selections can be justified 
without much distortion. In the 
case of Grove, however, there are 
two points which some may hold 
against him. One is that he is a 
pitcher and can not figure in 
more than about one-fourth of 
the season’s contests for his club: 
the other is that without the tre- 
mendous punch of the Macks 
back of him he might not have 
gone over big. 

For example: In St. Louis 
Grove lost a game that ruined his 
chance to set a league and per- 
haps a world record for consecu- 
tive victories. The Browns beat 
him by one run because four men 
of the regular team were out of 
the batting order, and Simmons 
among them.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The 
United States lacked only $2,000,- 
000 of having $5,000,000,000 in gold 
—almost half the world’s total sup- 
ply—at the close of business on 
Sept. 2. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
weekly statemient issued last night 
showed that the monetary’ gold 
stock amounted to $4,998,000,000, 
an increase of $6,000,000 in a week 
and of $498,000,000 in the last 
year.

SANTIAGU, Chile, Sept. 4—A 
statement saying that the mutiny 
in the battle fleet at Coquimbo-had 
been settled amicably and that only 
the details of the settlement re- 
mained to be drawn up was issued 
today by the Chilean Government. 

Acting President Manuel Trucco 
told the press that the Government 
had the situation throughout the 
country, purportedly fomented by 


every movement directed agains 
the public order had been dom- 
inated. 


“We are able to confirm,” he 
said, ‘‘that in the last hours of yes- 
terday afternoon the difficulty with 
the fleet at Coquimbo was solved, 
there remaining today only the ac- 
tual details relative to the accord.” 

Police, troops, firemen and the 
civic guard have chased radicals 
from the streets and are prepared 
to disperse further manifestations. 

The naval crews are demanding 
the maintenance of present pay 
scales and the resignation of Fi- 
nance Minister Blanquier, who left 
his post last night. 

Rear Admiral Edgardo von 
Schroeder, who conducted the ne- 
gotiations for the Government, is 
understood to have recommended 
to authorities that the sailors’ de- 
mands be met in order to prevent 
civil war. 

The Government expects that the 
revolting crews on fighting ships 
at Valparaiso and Talcahuano, who 
joined the mutiny yesterday, also 
will accept the accord and that the 
Talcahuano naval base wil] peace- 
fully be turned over to its officers 
again. 

Rogelio Reyes, an electrical en 
gineer attached to the flagship La 
Torre, has been in supreme com- 
mand of the Coquimbo fleet during 
the trouble and is regarded as its 
leader. He and his lieutenants 
have reiterated that they have no 
connection with Communism. 

Gen. Indalecio Telez, commander 
of the army, has issued a circular 
to all army units pointing out what 
he described as the pitfalls of Com- 
munism and explaining how bad 
off the nation would be if the 
Reds should get the upper han‘.

The time 
limit, however, was ordered can- 
celed yesterday by Gov. . Rodolfo 
Elias Calles of Sonora, a son of the 
former Presdent of Mexico. 
- Several hundred Chinese gath- 
ered at the Nogales, Sonora, port 
of entry expected little comfort 
from the decree of Gov. Calles and 
continued to seek bonds for entry 
into the United States. They 
planned to go to San Francisco and 
from there to Hongkong. 

The expulsion order issued by 
the northern states followed an in- 
tengive nationalistic campaign in 
the territory. The recent repatri- 
ation of Mexicans from the United 
States, who were unable to find 
work in their own country, added | 
vigor to the campaign to drive out 
the Chinese, many of whom had | 
become wealthy. e' 

Forty-nine Chinese from West- 
ern Mexico have arrived at San | 
Francisco on the Panama mail 
steamer El Salvador. The party = 
will sail for China today on the 
liner President Monroe. 

The Chinese settled in Northe 
western Mexico many years ago 
and prospered so that they virtuale 
ly controlled the grocery and rese 
taurant business.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EFERRING to your editorial, ‘The 
Home-Sweet-Home Market’: | 

* It is true no nation can depend on 
foreign trade; but is the reason ma- 
chines, miracles and technology? Is it 
not the same reason that prevents dis- 
armament? Can countfies in a home 
market world continue to export their 
special products? As youjsay, can Cuba 
export her sugar? ‘Can Mexico sell her 
winter vegetables, or can we lift our 
wheat over the restrictive percentage 
walls of France, Germany and Italy? 

You must not overlook the possibility 

that the apple grower may succeed in 


that Montana can grow apples. 

Your position undoubtedly disputes 
that surpluses are the product of the 
inefficient, but let me cite a few ex- 
amples of what I mean when I say that 
they are. 

Sugar is in excess, because of the sub- 
sidized, protected and grossly inefficient 
beet industry. The wheat surplus is as 
much the product of the, inefficicnt 
French, German and Italian producers 
as of the highly mechanized and effi- 
cient Kansan. When copper’ soared, 
high cost producers reopened and glut- 
ted the market. Brown men and black 
men gathered rubber latex in almost 
inaccessible wilds, and carried it to 
ports on their heads (tremendous in cost 
when figured in human labor hours). 
No machinery, no miracles, no technol- 
ogy in that, but it produced the surplus. 

Protected inefficiency, or western civil- 
ization must go. Small, weak nations 
will succumb first. Cuba cangot sur- 
vive another decade of economic block- 
ade. The Filipinos outside our tariff 
wall will starve to barbarism. “We,” 
in the language of our Sir Herbert, ‘are 
remarkably self contained.” But pon- 
der the fate of China, the largest and 
the most exclusive home market the 
world will ever know. 

It is too bad if we Democrats are to 
lose the Post-Dispatch in our fight for 
economic sanity, but the 1930 elections 
show we survived the tariff apostasy of 
Alfred E. Smith. We will carry on, 
buoyed by the knowledge that the pres- 
ent lurch toward the “‘home-swect-home 
market” is but a convalescent stumble 
and not a recuperated twentieth cen- 
tury’s sturdy stride.

END OF THE CUSTOMS UNION. 


It will not be necessary for the World Court to pass 
upon the validity of the customs union between Ger- 
many and Austria. The principals in that disturbing 
compact have themselves retired from it, and 50 
announced to the Pan-European Commission yester- 
day at Geneva. 

Speaking for Austria, Dr. Johann N. Schober said 
his Government had never thought of the customs 
union as anything more than a movement in which 
all of the European nations might join for the re- 
vival of international’ trade. Unfortunately, what 
might have been a very sensible beginning in the 
right direction was construed to be a political alli- 
ance. Even Mr. Briand, the French Foreign Minister, 
who had himgelf proposed a United States of Europe, 
denounced the inception of exactly such a union when 
it was proposed by Germany and Austria. It was, of 
course, impossible to divorce politics from such a 
compact. If the Germans and Austrians thought they 
could count politics out of it and resort to free trade 
between themselves, they only showed themselves to 
be poor politicians. 

Their retirement from the proposal is something 
more than a gesture to peace in Europe. It indicates 
the growing necessity for co-operation in a continent 
| so. torn by war and so impoverished by tariff making 
‘that no nation feels that it can make its way out 
of the. post-war welter except by pooling its own 
strength with that of the other European countries. 
It would mean a great deal to Europe if the customs 
union from which Germany and Austria has retired 
could be revived among all the continental countries, 
nor is it too much to hope for that the conciliatory 
retirement of the Germans and Austrians from their 
own agreement may result in precisely such a gen- 
eral agreement as Dr. Schober says his Government 
had in mind when the proposal was made. 

Tariffs are by common agreement among econo- 
mists the chief contributor to world-wide business 
depression. While it has long been recognized in 
almost every country, including the United States, 
that tariff walls will have to be lowered before the 
world can hope to recover from the doldrums into 
which the great war plunged it, there was no move 
in this direction before that taken by Germany and 
Austria in what is known as the Vienna protocol. In 
that agreement, which its authors described as purely 
economic in character, the Germans and Austrians 
agreed to retire from the widespread folly of at- 
tempting to be self-sufficient. Unhappily, this very 
sensible solution of the tariff problem revived in 
Europe political fears engendered by the question of 
the Anschluss (political union of Germany and ‘Aus- 
tria), which some years before had alienated France 
and Cze@cho-Slovakia from the Central Powers, accen- 
tuated differences within the Little Entente, hastened 
a financia) crisis within Austria, and aroused France 
to fresh efforts on behalf of European union. 

The Vienna protocol was not a final agreement. 
It merely provided that in the proposed treaty Ger- 
many and Austria would reach an agreement regard- 
ing a tariff law and customs tariff which was to go 
into effect concurrently with the treaty, and to re- 
main in force for the period of the latter’s validity, 
set at three years. Each country was to retain con- 
trol over its customs administration, and no attempt 
was to be made to create a common customs regime 
or to establish a customs parliament. Free trade was 
not immediately contemplated. Duties were to be 
removed on many of the commodities exchanged by 
the two countries, and internal duties were to be 


‘levied on specified categories of goods during a pe- 


riod to be agreed on, presumably to facilitate adjust- 
ment to the new system, Duties collected on the 
goods of third states were to be apportioned between 
the two countries according to a quota, after deduc- 
tion of the special expenses occasioned -by the appli- 
cation of the special treaty. It was, in short, a pro- 
posal to rationalize trade between the two countries, 
to live and let live. 

Perhaps the proposal will serve the good purpose 
of dragging out in the open the whole subject of 
tariffs.

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A BANKING SUGGESTION. 
Gross imperfection in our banking system is evident 


+when a minor official, over a period of 12 years, can 


abstract securities belonging to a bank’s customers 
in the sum of $2,000,000 or more, without detection. 
Walter E. Wolf, an employe of the Continental IIli- 
nois Bank and Trust Co., one of the largest financial 
institutions in the world, has confessed embezzling 
securities since 1919 for the purpose of speculation. 
His crime was discovered only after a broker, puz- 
zled by Wolf's apparently, inexhaustible resources, 
made inquiry of one of the bank’s officers. 

In June, 1930, Frank L. Berryhill, former sales 
manager of the First National Co., investment sub- 
sidiary of the First National Bank of St. Louis, 
pleaded guilty to a similar offense and was sentenced 
to 10 years in the penitentiary. Berryhill appropri- 
ated $605,000 worth of bonds intrusted to him by four 
customers and deposited them to the credit of his 
personal account at a brokerage house, Just before 
the stock market crash in 1929, Berryhil] had built 
up a profit of about $250,000, but this was swept 
away before his embezzlement was discovered. 

We throw it out as a suggestion that perhaps the 
regulation of banks as prescribed by law might be 
improved by adopting a method used by the New 
York Stock Exchange for inspection of its member 
houses. In addition to a force of auditors, compara- 
ble to bank examiners, empowered to appear at any 
Stock Exchange house without notice, the Stock Ex- 
change rules provide for a semi-annual questionnaire. 
This. questionnaire is of a very elaborate nature, and 
it is the practice of most brokerage houses to employ 


a independent accountants to fill it out. Among many 


other things required is that each customer of a 
brokerage house shall receive an audit slip inform- 


ing him of the securities held in his account and 
asking him to indicate by his signature whether or 
not the statement of the account is accurate. . 

It may be that, if such a system were employed 
by the banks, both Wolf and Berryhill would still 
have been able to embezzle securities. But success- 
ful commission of the crimes would have been far 
more difficult and dangerous, as a customer check 
would have supplemented the bank’s own check and 
that of the bank examiners. 
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THE INSURANCE COMPANIES LOSE. 

Except for a 1 per cent increase occasioned by a 
new law increasing medical awards for medical at- 
tention to injured workmen, the insurance companies 
lost their fight before the State Insurance Depart- 
ment for a rise in rates for workmen’s compensation 
insurance. Powerful opposition to the application 
was made by the Associated Industries of Missouri, 
which, in the campaign preceding the November, 
1930, election, was one of the insurance companies’ 
most valued allies in their fight against a State in- 
surance fund. 

That fight added luster to the arms neither of the 
insurance companies nor the Associated Industries, 
and perhaps both will come to confess it was a mis- 
taken one. It was charged, in a campaign noted for 
its subterranean character, that Proposition No. 4, 
providing for a State insurance fund, was a social- 
istic measure, and it was whispered that it would be 
followed by State usurpation of other insurance 
fields. As a matter of fact, Proposition No. 4 was 
no more socialistic in character than the workmen's 
compensation law, which it was designed to supple- 
ment. 

At the very time the insurance companies were 
moving might and main to defeat the proposition, 
they were preparing new and higher rate schedules, 
‘and, hardly before the smoke of the campaign drift- 
ed away, they presented them to the Insurance De- 
partment. Likewise, the insurance trade journals 
were full of lamentations that compensation insur- 
ance was a losing venture, and national action to 
raise the level of rates throughout the country was 
proposed. But, like the dog in the manger, while the 
insurance companies did not like the business, they 
did not want the State to pave it, either. 

A study of the Ohio compensation insurance fund 
made by the Post-Dispatch revealed general satisfac- 
tion on the part of Ohio employers and workmen, 
and compensation rates substantially lower than 
those in Missouri. This was an argument that should 
have appealed to the Associated Industries in No- 
vember, 1930, but they ignored it to answer the cry 
for help of the insurance companies. In September, 
1931, after witnessing several attempts to increase 
the rates, perhaps the industries will be more re- 
ceptive to Ohio’s example. The denied increases 
would have cost Missouri employers approximately 
$300,000 annually. 

We maintain that a workmen’s compensation law 
without an accompanying State insurance fund is in- 
complete legislation. The compensation law was de- 
signed partly to end the ambulance-chaser evil, and 
did so to a large extent, but it left the injured work- 
er at a great disadvantage in obtaining his rights. 
For the most part, he is at the mercy of the insur- 
ance companies’ physicians, lawyers and adjusters, 
and in many cases the purpose of the law, namely, 
to render just payment for injuries received in line 
of duty, is defeated. It is natural that insurance 
companies, whose continued operation depends upon 
making a profit, should make every effort to hold 
claims to a minimum. But when this subverts the 
compensation law, works injustice on injured men, 
and results in higher and higher premium rates, it 
is time to call for a new deal. 
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SCHOOLROOMS FOR SALE. 

Dr. H. L. Donovan, president of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky State Teachers’ College, is authority for the 
statement that in his State it is a widespread prac- 
tice for school trustees to require teachers to pay 
from $25 to $150 and more for their appointments. 
In other words, many teaching positions are not 
awarded on the basis of merit and qualification, but 
are Hterally sold to those who can pay for them, or, 
to put it another way, members of school boards in- 
dulging in the practice are using the methods of the 
racketeers. They are extortionists exacting tribute. 
Serious as the charge is, it apparently has founda- 
tion. Dr. Donovan’s statement was issued under 
sponsorship of the Kentucky Academy of Social Sci- 
ences, and based on information supplied by 120 
County School Superintendents. The State of Ken- 
tucky cannot investigate the situation too quickly. 
That the public school system should adopt the busi- 
-ness methods of the underworld is unbelievable. The 
good name of American public education demands 
exoneration or the punishment of the alleged self- 
seekers.

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TOO MUCH FOR MITCHELL AND WOODCOCK. 

Some of their superiors may consider prohibition 
convictions more important than the Bill of Rights; 
but not so with Attorney-General Mitchell and Amos 
|W. Woodcock, chief of the prohibition unit. 

Acting upon instructions from Washington, an 
Assistant United States Attorney at Brooklyn has 
voided cases against 15 men and two women on the 
ground that wire-tapping and other unlawful means 
were used in getting evidence against them. 

The United States Supreme Court held-in a case 
coming up from Oregon in June, 1928, that evidence 
of private conversations obtained by wire tapping is 
admissible in prohibition cases. Since then the Fed- 
eral district courts and courts of appeal in many 
parts of the country have been dismissing prohibi- 
tion charges based upon entrapment, the opening of 
speakeasies by Federal snoopers, the use of women 
as decoys, the tapping of wires, and other lawless- 
ness upon the part of the Government itself. Messrs. 
Mitchell and Woodcock have repeatedly denounced all 
such practices. 

To keep the Government decent and law abiding 
is a much more immediate and also lasting ideal 
than to make the country dry, and Messrs. Mitchell 
and Woodcock have the good sense to realize it. 
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After serving 33 years of a life sentence, a bad 
man of the stage coach days has died in the Colo- 
rado Penitentiary at the age of 82.

The trade unions have been the backbone 
of the Labor party. They did not play 
much with Kier Mardie's old Independent 
Labor group of 30 or 35 years ago. Liberals 
like John Burns still had influence with 
them, and they were not unfriendly to the 
‘Campbell-Bannerman Ministry which came 
into power in 1906. Henderson was origin- 
ally a Liberal party organizer and agent. 
He has never ceased to keep closely in con- 
tact with the trade unions, exactly as he 
has attended to the business of the Labor 
party. As secretary of the Labor party or- 
ganization for many years, he has been its 
“very life.” according to Richard Lee. Mr. 
Lee has described Henderson's political ac- 
tivities in a most interesting way: 

“Last October I was a. delegate to the 
Labor party conference. Arthur Henderson 
was Foreign Minister, yet he gave a whole 
week to this party conference. You would 
have thought it was his one and only job. 
He was there at the beginning of every 
sitting and sat to the end, and was inti- 


mately acquainted with every article on the 
agenda. 

“His piloting of the conference was mas- 
terly. Though he got his own way on most 
questions, he did it by his knowledge, his 
persistence and his cleverness. The most 
remarkable thing was how this man with 
the cares and responsibilities of the Foreign 
Office of the British Empire upon his shoul. 
ders put himself on an equality with work- 
men, clerks and Labor agents and fought 
them on their own ground. 

“It was evident to everyone how he was 
bound up with the Labor purty. It was 
bone of his bone, flesh of his flesh. One 
felt that to lose the confidence of the Labor 
party would be to smash up his life.” 


And this is the man who has broken with 
MacDonald, It is plain that of the two men 
Henderson is far the more powerful in the 
Labor party organization, and that he is 
the leader whom the party as a whole will 
follow. If MacDonald could be called the 
Trotsky of the party, Henderson would a 
the Stalin. 

MacDonald some time ago had lost pets 
favor of the real radicals, or left-wingers. 
The later Mosley secession also carried off 
a number of young patrician idealists who 
had grown dissatisfied with MacDonald and 
Snowden’s increasing conservatism. But so 
long as MacDonald and Snowden had the 
support of Henderson and the organization 
which he dominated, they could carry on 
in office as leaders of the Labor party. No 
public address or s ment has yet been 
made by Henderson,” it appears; when it 
comes, his reasons for leaving MacDonald 
in political isolation will challenge wide at- 
tention, 

Whatever His explanation may be, it can- 
not be said that Arthur Henderson has ever 
displayed the temperament or the aims of 
an extremist. That he may draw the more 
support from MacDonald on this account 
must be recognized. 

There are stormy times ahead in British 
politics. Conservatives everywhere may be 
thankful forjone thing. Whatever Hender- 
son may do as leader Of revolt against Mac- 
Donald, he will not make the British Labor 
party Red.

Pot Roast of Beef. 

Select a five-pound  plece of 
rump, bottom round, sirloin or — 
preferred cut. Sprinkie it wit 
flour, salt and pepper. Try out a 
piece of suet in the bottom of a 
deep, heavy saucepan so that there 
will be about three tablespoons 
melted fat. Add a large onion, 
sliced, and cook siowly for five 
minutes. Put in the meat and 
brown quickly on all sides, turning 

eat frequently. 
Teena brown, reduce the heat at 
once to a very low flame. Add 
one-half cup diced carrot, one- 
half cup sliced celery, one-half cup 
hot water. Sprinkle one teaspoon 
salt over the meat and then pour 
one tablespoon vinegar over it. 
Cover closely and cook very slow- 
ly for two hours or until very ten- 
der. Remove the meat to a hot 
platter, skim the fat off the liquid 
in the pan. Mix two tablespoons 
flour with a little cold water and 
stir into the gravy, adding one-half 
cup hot water if necessary. Let 
boil up and strain the gravy be- 
fore serving. 
Veal Birds. 

Have one and one-half pounds 
veal cut very thin. Divide into 
pieces about two inches wide and 
four inches long. Pound each piece 
with a mallet or a rolling pin to 
make it a scant eighth-inch thick. 
Mix one and one-half cups soft 
breadcrumbs with one tablespoon 
minced onion, one tablespoon 
minced parsley, the grated rind of 
half a lemon, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, pepper to season, one 
beaten egg and about one table- 
spoon hot water. Spread the dress- 
ing on each piece of veal and roll 
up in atight roll. Fasten with two 
toothpicks. Sprinkle with flour, 
salt and pepper. 

Melt four tablespoons fat in a 
Saucepan and when hot add the 
veal rolls. Let brown on all sides, 


mathen pour off most of the fat, add

Crabmeat Patties. 
Separate thmee-quarters pound 
crab meat into large flakes. Melt 
one-quarter cup butter, add one- 
quarter cup flour and when biend- 
ed stir in one and one-half cups 
milk. Cook to a thick sauce, sea- 
son with one teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, one ta- 
blespoon lemon jufce, one canned 
Pimento cut in diee and one green 
pepper. scalded end cut in small 
dice. Mix, add the ereb meat and 
heat over hot water, stirring as lit- 


tle as Possible. Serve in hot patty 
shells. 


BREAD CRUMB CAKE 


This Is An Economy Recipe for 
Old Bread. 

Three eggs, one cup sugar, two 
Cups crumbs, from very dry oven 
toasted bread; one-fourth teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
©ne-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract, one teaspoon vanilla. 

Beat the eggs, add the sugar and 
*tir in the other ingredients. Pat 
the mixture evenly into a shallow 
greased pan, bake in a very moder- 
ate Oven (300 degrees F.) for about 
39 minutes. This has somewhat

~ FOR SCHOOL DAYS 


Careful Planning for the Lunch 
Box or Home Meal Necessary 
to Provide Food Values. 


Now that thé children are going 
back to school, theré is no more 
important call on the miother than 
rete that the noonday lunch is 
adequate. 

When the children come home, 
don’t let them grab a hasty snack 
and dash off to have a little longer 
time to play before going to the 
classroom, 

Insist on them sitting quietly at 
the table and taking plenty of time 
to get a real meal, even though it 
bé a limited one. 

Serve Milk 

If a child does not like milk and 
will not drink a glass of it for 
lunch, have a cfeam soup or a cus- 
tard in which he gets his milk 
quota. 

A bowl of créam soup, with a 
vegetable foundation, and a tasty 
sandwich followed by a cookie 
gives the child something substan- 
tial. Any stewed fruit is good with 
the luncheon. 

If the soup is not served, make 
cocoa of all milk and no water 
and serve that with toasted sand- 
wiches. Finish with a custard in 
which fresh or canned fruit 


plan children’s lunches, for many 
a child’s health has been wrecked 
by undernourishment to which 
poor lunches contribute. 

Taking Lamch to School. 

If the child takes his lunch to 
school, then even more care is 
needed to make the lunch tempt- 
ing. Small lunch kits which in- 
clude a thermos bottle are not ex- 
pensive and pay for themselves in 
food values. A soup or cup of eo- 
coa can be supplied the child in 
this way.

Have the fillings moist but not 
mushy. Cut the bread not more 
than one-fourth inch thick and but- 
ter both Slices of the sandwiches 
so that the child gets a good sup- 
ply in this way of the valuable vit- 
amin A, 

Vary the breads and use as much 
whole wheat, rye and nut bread 
as possible. Cream cheese and 
peanut butter mixed well together, 
make a good sandwich, and so do 
chopped hard boiled eggs, mayon- 
naise and minced celery combined. 

Chopped preserves or canned 
figs mixed with cheese are good on 
any bread, and chopped pickles 
with salad dressing, thinly spread, 
may be uséd once in awhile. 

Remember; any sandwich gets 
to be tiresome if repeated too oft- 
en. And any one is uninviting if 
the filling is too thick or oozy.

SCALLOPED CHICKEN 


Good for Sunday Night Supper 
With a Fruit Salad. 

Stew the fowl until the meat may 
easily be taken from the bones.

LET'S GO GYPSYING 
ON LABOR DAY 


Old Favorites Like Mulligan 
Stew Taste Good When Made 
in a Camp Kettle. 


Pack an iron kettle and some 
supplies in the automobile and 


start out early on Labor day or a 
Sunday morning. Find a good place 
in the woods or along the river, 


‘where it is possible to start a fire. 


And right here, remember one of 
the most important things of the 
day is to see that the fire is out be- 
fore leaving! 
Take along plenty of bread and 
a pound of butter. A box of as- 
sorted sandwiches including cheese 
and meat fillers is a good thing to 
have along, too. 
If there is a man in the party 
who is a camp expert he will prob- 
ably know how to prepare a good 
stew. Mulligan stew is always a 
savory out-of-doors favorite, and is 
made as follows: 

Mulligan Stew. 
For good-sized portions for six 
persons, put in the kettle two cans 
of tomato soup, a can each of 
peas, spaghetti, hominy and one of 
any soup containing meat. Add 
five sliced onions and stir well. Let 
the mixture cook for about 30 min- 
utes, which is long enough for the 
flavors to blend well. 

Kidney Beans and Rice. 
Here is another good dish when 
picnicing: Take along two cups 
of cooked rice and put it in the 
iron kettle with a large can of to- 
matoes and a thinly sliced onion. 
Cook slowly to blend flavors. Stir 
often to prevent sticking and burn- 
ing. 

Roasted Potatoes and Corn. 
To roast green corn, let the fire 
die down to dull embers. Take off 
all but two layers of husks on each 
ear of corn and bury them in a pile 
of hot embers. Pile the coals on 
top and around the corn and let 
roast for about 20 minutes. Pota- 
toes may be roasted in the same 
way, but it takes longer, and they 


should be left in at least 40 min- 


utes,

The pie crust is, of course, made 
in the usual way, and the fillings 
are not hard to get right if recipes 
are carefully followed. 

Chocolate Cream Pie. 

Add three squares of unsweet- 
ened chocolate cut in pieces to two 
and one-half cups of milk and heat 
in a double boiler. When choco- 
late is melted beat with a rotary 
egg beater until blended. Combine 
four tablespoons cake fiour, one 
cup sugar and one-half teaspoon 
salt and add four egg yolks slightly 
beaten. 

Pour a small amount of the choc- 

olate mixture over the egg mixture 
and stir well. Return all to double 
boiler and cook until thickened, 
stirring constantly. Add two table- 
spoons butter and two teaspoons 
vanilla. Cool, then pour into baked 
pie shell and cover with meringue 
made by folding eight tablespoons 
sugar in the stiffly beaten whites 
of four eggs. Bake in slow oven 
about 12 minutes until delicately 
brown. 
Butter Scotch Pie. 

Cook one cup brown sugar, two 
tablespoons flour, one beaten egg, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt and one} 
and one-half cups milk in a double 
boiler until thick. Add a generous 
lump of butter after taking off 
stove. Stir well, then fill baked 
pie shell with filling, and cover 
with meringue made as in the choc- 
olate pie recipe above.

He finds 70 per 
cent of American 
marriages are 
happy... Dr. Paul 
Popenoe, who 
turned his stu- 
tdents loose to get 
the facts on a puz- 
4 Zling question 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2. 
HAT history will doubtless 
W vote the most scientific re- 
search into modern marriage 
undertaken, up to today, has just 
been completed at Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Columbia University, New 
York. 
This fact-finding body numbered 
96 graduate students from every 
section of the United States, as- 
sembled for original study of mar- 
riage. 
Dr. Paul Popenoe, director of 
the Institute of Family Relations 
of Los Angeles, Cal., and author of 
books on eugenics, was the profes- 
sor in charge. And of all the orig- 
inal methods of the study, prob- 
ably the most illuminating was the 
“marriage questionnaire.” 
To cull material for the ques- 
tionnaire Prof. Popenoe’s 96 stu- 
dents studied intensively a total of 
1018 marriages. To each of these 
the first and most important ques- 
tion was applied: “Is this a happy 
marriage?” And when the figures 
were tabulated, these were the re- 
sults: 
Happy marriages, 70 per cent. 
Doubtful marriages, 16 per cent. 
Unhappy marriages, 14 per cent. 
That is, almost three-fourths of 
American marriages are happy, 
judging from the results of this 
1931 questionnaire. Dr. Popenoe 
sums up: 
“The gloomy doctors who ex- 
plain that four marriages out of 
10 are bound to end in divorce; 
that questionnaire which main- 
tained that only 46 marriages out 
of a hundred marriages contraeted 
between educated people were hap- 
py—these, our studies show to be 
very wrong. 
“The trouble is that the earlier 
group studied only 200 couples, 
and those from the ranks of s0- 
phisticated New Yorkers. We have 
taken ours from the entire coun- 


try.” 
N results just tabulated. Then he 
tells how his students.go about 
getting material to answer the mar- 
riage questionnaire, 
“Happiness in married life,” he 
explains, “is the prime requisite, 
most of us will agree. But what is 
happiness? Happiness, for one cou- 
ple may mean a new radio and 
plenty of dresses for the wife. For 
another couple it may mean a fine 
home in the city. For a third it 
may mean a delightful ranch in 
Kansas, Or, again, it may mean 
social position, travel, riches, pow- 
er, or merely the quiet enjoyment 
of similar tastes. 
“In other words, the only real 
judges of married happiness are 
the couples themselves. Accord- 
ingly, we felt when we began our 
research in 1927 that the way to 
decide was to look at a couple. 
If they seemed happy; if they said 
they were happy, when they were 
in frank and revealing mood, it was 
reasonable enough to consider them 
happy. 
“But the next question confront- 
ed us—-where were we to get our 
couples? We decided that each 
student should take 10 or more 
couples for study from some sec- 
tion of society well known by him 
—all the families on one street, or 
perhaps 10 of the families that 
made up the faculty of his own 
college. . 7 
“But when we had got our main 
figures, we turned our attention to 
pertinent facts disclosed as we 
studied our 1018 marriages. For 
instance, we may agree that many 
women long for their own way in 
marriage. But our questionnaire 
quickly showed us that the miar- 
rlages where the wife is ‘boss’ are 
not always so happy; and that the 
family where the husband exerts 
a kindly rule—as is his biological 
function—are the families where 
the greater happiness prevalis,

‘bossy’ wives were not happy it 
was because they rather despised 
the weak-willed jellyfish husband 
who would cede all his male powers 
to his wife. That is, household 
mastery did not make most women 
happy.

é6 OT another subject came up 
Be earnest study: What 


places are most conducive to 
helping a girl meet a_ suitable 
mate? We studied all serts of 
places, and we found, interestingly 


enough that educational institu- 
tions — high school, dramatic 
school, college and professional 


schools—are the most favorable 
places of all. Here are our fig- 
ures: ; 

“Out of 1507 people questioned, 
501—33 per cent—met their mates 
in schools or colleges. The  re- 
mainder were grouped as followsn: 
237 met their mates in private 
homes; 182 in business places; 180 
at private recreational places; 131 
at church; 122 met through ‘casual 
propinquity; 106 in travel and edu- 
cation; 32 in commercial recrea- 
tion; 12 in miscellaneous ways, and 
just four through ‘pickups.’ 

“But after we had done this, we 
asked—what are the occupations a 
girl Should follow to find her true 
love? 

“Now, of old, we have been led 
to believe that school teachers were 
almost bound to be old maids. Our 
studies did not show precisely that, 
but school teaching seemed to be 
very unfavorable as a profession for

the girl who wishes to marry and 
live happily ever after. 

“Again, it has been said that the 
office secretary was pretty sure to 
attract the big, strong silent busi- 
ness man. But our questionnaire 
showed that the office secretary has 
not even so good a chance at mar- 
riage—if she depends upon meet- 
ing men tn her working day—as 
the woman doctor, whose chances 
for meeting a suitable husband are 
unusually good. 


Furthermore, the trained nurse 
has been considered sure to get 
her man. But our figures showea 
she was considerably below other 
professions we would have consid- 
ered less likely, as those of the law 
and work in a library. 


“Tiluminating as these figures 
were, our questionnaire took in 
other and quite as vital considera- 
tions. We discovered early in our 
research that the average man is 
‘poor husband material.’ In fact, 
it was our opinion that the average 
man makes a poorer husband than 
the average woman makes a wife. 

“As for causes of man’s ghort- 
comings in this respect, we tabu- 


lated the following: 
Lack of proper education for 
Too much coddling mother love.

“Certainly our study revealed 
that America does not seem to be 
reproducing herself through her 
“outstanding women,” since these 
50 women can produce among 
them only 22 children. And this 
directly led our students to tackle 
a@ very important question: 

“*How shall we manage so that 
the next generation of distin- 
guished Americans—feminine—will 
reproduce themselves better than 
this distinguished 50?’ 

“After study and questionings and 
as much research as can be brought 
to bear upon such a living topic, 
our students decided that this might 
be done in two ways: 

“First—by teaching in our 
schools the subjects of family rela- 


tions, the duties of the two sexes, 
their relatively important functions 
in passing on the torch of life. 

“Now we have found also that, 
strangely enough, there is no ob- 
jection to this in most schools. In- 
stead we hear—‘we would like to 
teach family relations to our high 
school boys and girls, but we have 
no teachers properly trained to 
teach this subject!’ 

“Here is a tip to teachers—there 
is a bigger opening in the teaching 
profession to men and women who 
will qualify as family experts, to 
teach family questions, than there 
is in any of the old subjects, Latin, 
mathematics and history. 

“Second, our students decided 
that we must find better places for 
young people to meet, at marriage- 
able ages, and more of such places. 
In addition our students also de- 
cided there was need for a school

Those who are obliged to go 
about in regions where poisonous 
snakes abide should pay attention 
to the advice of Dr. Ditmars, cura- 
tor of reptiles at the New York 
City Zoological Park. 

“My advice,” says Dr. Ditmars, 
“to the boy scouts, campers and 
hikers is to wear stout shoes reach- 
ing at least to a point above the 
ankle, or heavy leggings. Never 
pitch camp near a ledge oF 
swampy ground. 


“Tf bitten, keep cool. Before go- 
axd into a snake-infested area, «4 
camper should provide himself 
with a rubber NMgature, sharp scal- 
pels or a razor, antiseptic gauze, 
and permanganate of potassium 
crystals, also tubes of the anti- 
toxin, if available. 


“Prompitude — everything de- 
pends on it. Apply the ligature 
above the bite. Enlarge the punc- 
tures by cutting into them: make 
two cuts over each puncture, the 
cuts crossing each other. 

“Tt is not dangerous to suck the 
blood away, provided there are no 
cuts or fresh abrasions in the 
mouth or on the lips. Keep the 
wound open and draining, well sat- 
urated with the antiseptic solution, 

“Most important of all, perhaps: 
if there igs no serum available 
where you are, get in touch with 
the nearest point where it can be 
found.” 


One of the marvels of modern 
medicine is the snake venom anti- 
toxin which may be bought 
through practically every drug 
store in the country ‘and which 
when properly administered con- 
fers immunity against the poison- 
ous bites of native snakes. 

This snake venom  antitoxin 
comes in a small packet, ready for 
immediate use. It is potent against 
a variety of snake poisons, hence 
it can and should be carried by 
those liable to be bitten by venom- 


ous snakes.
